Housing.

Infectious  Diseases. 

No  infectious  diseases  were  reported  during 
the  year  or  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis;  there  were  no 
infant  deaths  or  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  No  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  have  occurred  now  for  the  past  six 
years,  in  fact,  the  health  of  your  district  during  1966 
has  been  good. 


Again  I would  like  to  emphasise  how  important 
a part  the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much 
work  has  been  done  to  implement  the  recommendations  made 
under  the  Pood  and  Hygiene  Regulations  and  conditions 
have  improved.

DEATHS. (General) 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  this  year,  raising  the  death  rate  well  above  the 
county  and  national  rates.  Of  the  4 deaths  from  malignant 
disease,  1 male  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  it  is 
known  that  he  was  a heavy  oigarette  smoker.  Heart  disease 
accounted  for  7 of  the  total  27  deaths. 

Approximately  29,6%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  37%  in  persons 
aged  over  80  years.

TUBERCULOSIS .

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  - B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  and  school-leavers 
(aged .13  years  and  over)  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
district , at  School  and  at  the  Clinic  when  necessary. 

During  196b,  36  school  children  were  skin-tested  and  35 
of  these  were  vaccinated.  Contacts  were  also  skin- 
tested  and  one  required  vaccination. 

^Dr.  D. Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician, 
also  carried  out  vaccination  of  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 


The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
visited  Narberth  in  November  and  carried  out  a survey 
amongst  the  general  population.  A total  of  142  persons 
were  examined  and  details  are  as  follows
